PARIS, May 26.— Preliminary 
skirmishes in the battle to secure 
parliamentary ratification of the 
sBerengor-Mellon debt settlement 
will begin tomorrow at 3:00 P. M.

been growing rapidly, and ihe 
French irreconcilables under the 
leadership of the presuasive .ora- 
tors Franklin-Bouillon and Louis 
Marin, expressed confidence this 
afternoon that the chamber will 
repudiate Berenger’s signature. 
Rejection of the Washington 
settlement will inevitably cause 
the fall. of the Briand cabinet. 
The Premier has announced he 
will make ratification of the debt 
arrangement a question of conti- 
dence, in an attempt to force it 
through parliament. The Bereng- 
er agreement would unquestionably 
be overwhelmingly defeated if the 
Briand government were to let the 
treaty stand or fall on its own 
merits, as viewed by the French. 
But Briand is personally a 
strong advocate of getting the debt 
question out of the way, and the 
air cleared. The details of the 
treaty do not interest him. He 
is satisfied that a of con- 
siderable friction between France 
and the United States' can be 
eliminated. 

And despite warnings and threats 
from the irreconcilable debt pay- 
iment opponents, Briand promises 
to stake his cabinets fate on 
ratification of the Mellon agree- 
ment.
